A  regular  meeting  of  the  Mattapoisett  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Tuesday,  September  14 
at  7:02  pm  by  Chairman  Paul  Lambalot.  Also  present  were 
Selectman  Barry  Denham,  Selectman  Ray  Andrews,  and 
Executive  Secretary  Carol  Adams. 

Selectman  Andrews  began  the  meeting  by 
moving  to  accept  the  minutes  of  the  September  7  meeting 
with  a  unanimous  vote  from  the  rest  of  the  board. 

Chairman  Lambalot  then  proceeded  early  with 
their  7:15  appointment  with  Mr.  Randall  Kunz  of  the 
Capital  Needs  Committee.  Mr.  Kunz  came  before  the 
board  in  an  effort  to  share  his  concern  that  to  date,  over 
the  four-year  period  since  the  committee  was  created  that 
only  two  members  now  remain  —  with  Valerie  Nichols 
and  himself.

CHOOSING  A  PET  BIRD 

I  have  been  thinking  about  getting  a  pet  bird.  How  do  I  decide 
what  kind  to  buy? 

If  you  have  never  had  a  pet  bird  before  I'd  recommend  start- 
ing with  a  budgerigar  (parakeet)  or  a  cockatiel.  They  are 
small  relatively  easy  to  care  for  and  relatively  inexpensive. 

I've  always  wanted  a  cockatoo  but  I  don't  know  too  much  about 
them. 

Cockatoos  are  loving  gentle  birds  that  require  a  huge  time 
commitment.  Owning  a  cockatoo  is  like  having  a  perennial  2 
year  old  child  for  50  years.  They  are  often  very  loud  and  de- 
structive and  may  go  through  phases  that  make  you  ques- 
tion your  sanity  for  wanting  this  bird  in  your  home.  Not  a 
good  choice  for  an  avian  novice. 

Is  it  better  to  get  one  bird  or  to  get  a  pair? 
Birds  that  live  with  other  birds  tend  to  remain  "bird  ori- 
ented" and  are  much  more  difficult  to  tame  than  birds  that 
spend  lots  of  time  out  of  their  cage  with  people.

"(The  Town  of)  Harwich  has  done  exactly  what 
we're  doing  here,"  Mr.  Hayes  said.

have  town  stickers  to  use  the  facility. 

Mr.  Pickles  next  informed  the  board  that  low- 
interest  home  rehabilitation  loans  of  up  to  $25,000  are 
now  available  to  home  owners  in  Bourne  (Buzzards  Bay), 
Marion  and  Rochester  who  meet  the  income  criteria  in  a 
new  state-sponsored  pilot  program  offered  through  the 
Wareham  Community  Development  Authority  and 
Department. 

"The  guidelines  are  quite  broad  ...  broader  than 
before,"  Mr.  Pickles  said.  "Anyone  who  feels  they  meet 
the  guidelines  and  would  like  to  do  home  repairs  can  be 
eligible  for  up  to  $25,000." 

The  department  is  administering  the  year-long 
initiative  as  one  of  two  pilot  programs  in  the  state  funded 
by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development.  For  more  information, 
residents  should  call  the  Wareham  Community 
Development  Department  at  295-9344. 

Chairman  Schaefer  said  she  spoke  with  Civil 
Defense  Director  Dale  Jones  earlier  in  the  day  and  he  had 
a  meeting  with  various  town  departments  regarding 
hurricane  preparedness  in  the  event  that  Hurricane  Floyd 
moved  up  the  east  coast.  "Hopefully  we  will  not  have 
need  of  it,"  she  said. 

Mr.  Pickles  added  that  a  generator  has  been  set 
up  at  the  Marion  Social  Club,  which  will  be  used  as  an 
Emergency  Shelter  if  needed. 

Selectman  Winters  noted  that  barring  the 
weather,  students  would  be  returning  to  Sippican  School 
on  Wednesday,  September  15.  "The  school  is  opening 
largely  due  to  a  super  human  effort/'  he  said.  "Everyone 
pitched  in  and  did  what  had  to  be  done.  There's  still 
some  work  to  do,  but  the  school  is  clean  and  ready  for  the 
students.

mutual  agreement  between  the  town  and  parish  for  use  of 
their  facilities.  Ms.  Beaumont  explained  that  they  don't 
have  enough  space  in  their  parish  center  for  all  Sunday 
school  classes.  They  were  hoping  to  use  the  Town  Hall 
Conference  Room  on  Sunday  mornings  between  9:15  and 
10:30  am  to  accommodate  about  20  students.

consumed"  with  answering  questions  from  the  press  and 
area  animal  advocate  groups  regarding  former  Dog 
Officer  Thomas  Medeiros'  alleged  shooting  of  several 
dogs  instead  of  having  them  euthanized  at  a  Marion 
veterinarian's  office.  He  received  some  "good  advice" 
from  organizations  based  in  Plymouth  and  Duxbury,  and 
representatives  have  agreed  to  come  in  and  meet  with  the 
board  to  assist  in  setting  future  policies. 

"If  the  town  agreed  to  have  a  'no  kill'  policy 
(regarding  stray  dogs),  then  they  would  step  in  after  ten 
days  and  take  the  dogs,"  Mr.  Huntoon  said.  "We  need  to 
work  out  something  so  we  don't  find  ourselves  in  the 
same  situation  we  were  last  week.  It  was  not  only 
embarrassing  for  the  town,  it  was  wrong."  The  board 
agreed  to  meet  with  representatives  from  the  animal 
advocacy  groups  during  their  next  regular  Selectmen's 
meeting  on  Monday,  September  20. 

In  a  related  matter,  Mr.  Huntoon  has  been  in 
touch  with  Angelview  Cemetery  which  will  dispose  of 
"roadkill"  animals  on  a  regular  basis  at  a  cost  of  35  cents 
per  pound.

watched  anxiously  as  the  water  level  dropped.  Then,  with 
trademark  penchant  for  the  unreal,  the  phone  rings,  and  the 
child  answers.  It's  the  fish,  reminding  that  the  water  needs  to  be 
turned  off. 

Had  there  been  phone  service  to  the  Mattapoisett  River, 
the  switchboards  would  be  alight  with  incoming  calls.  Calls  to 
the  Water  Departments  in  Mattapoisett,  Rochester,  Marion, 
Fairhaven,  and  Acushnet:  "It's  Johnny  Darter,  and  I'm  stranded 
here  with  six  other  fish,  mussels,  and  a  turtle  in  a  small  pool." 
Calls  complaining  about  lack  of  oxygen.  Calls  to  the  neighbor  on 
Acushnet  Road,  who  sprinklers  are  evaporating  water  over  a 
lush  lawn  in  the  heat  of  the  Labor  Day  afternoon,  accomplishing 
little  more  than  creating  rainbows.  Calls  to  the  other  neighbor  on 
that  street,  who  thought  it  would  be  fun  to  drive  motorbikes 
along  the  dry  bed  of  the  river.  Across  and  over  the  banks.  Over 
and  over  again. 

Calls  from  the  freshwater  clams:  prank  calls,  nothing 
but  silence.  All  clammed  up.  Some  stranded  in  the  mud,  shells 
scattered  throughout.  Calls  to  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection  from  an  irate  crayfish:  "I  can't  wait  to 
get  my  pincers  on  the  pimp  who  permitted  the  water 
withdrawals  along  the  river.  That  person  doesn't  know 
hydrology  from  a  hole  in  the  head."  Calls  explaining  the 
difference  between  fish  and  Phish.  Calls  from  a  winter  wren:  "I 
make  my  nest  near  flowing  water.  I  don't  see  any  flow,  do  you? 
And  don't  blame  it  on  the  drought.  The  Agawam,  Sippican, 
Weweantic,  and  Westport  Rivers  are  running.

by  the  very  same  aquifer.  Just  say  no  flow. 

Walking  along  the  dry  bed  of  the  Mattapoisett  River  on 
Labor  Day,  I  thought  of  many  things.  Most  of  these  thoughts  are 
unprintable  in  any  respectable  newspaper.  But  of  respect,  there 
is  little  for  the  mindless  souls  who  demand  green  lawns,  not 
really  knowing  why,  and  without  understanding  of  the  ultimate 
cost.  If  you  want  a  green  lawn,  paint  it!  And  it's  liard  to  respect  a 
community  which  turns  its  back  on  a  river.  This  is  our  thanks  for  the 
annual  river  race,  for  the  alewives  (who  run  both  ways,  as  it 
happens,  though  the  young  will  clearly  not  return  this  year).  A 
river  that  probably  had  a  leading  role  in  the  choice  to  settle  this 
particular  spot  in  the  first  place,  back  in  the  day.  I  could  rant  all 
day  long  —  and  I  did  —  but  there  are  no  solutions  forthcoming.

Strike  Three

I  For  Love  of  the  Game.  Starring  Kevin  Costlier 
and  Kelly  Preston.  Directed  by  Sam  Raimi. 
Running  time:  140  minutes.  MPAA  rating: 
PG-13.  At  Cinema  12  at  the  North  Dartmouth 
Mall  and  at  Flagship  Cinemas  in  New  Bedford. 

If  you  haven't  had  your  fill  of  movies  in 
which  everything  hinges  on  the  Big  Game,  For 
Love  of  the  Game  might  do  it  for  you.  It's 
presumably  meant  as  the  concluding  film  in 
Kevin  Costner's  baseball  trilogy;  as  such,  it's 
not  terrible,  but  it  lacks  the  wit  of  BidlDurham 
and  the  resonance  of  Field  of  Dreams.  This 
movie,  based  on  a  short  novel  by  the  late 
Michael  Shaara  (The  Killer  Angels),  is  about 
nothing  less  —  or  more  —  than  baseball  as  a 
metaphor  for  life:  Even  when  it  hurts,  you 
gotta  stay  in  there  pitching.  We  grasp  that 
after  five  minutes,  but  the  movie  goes  on  for 
another  two  hours  and  fifteen  minutes. 

Not  that  there  aren't  some  stray  good 
moments  along  the  way.  Costneris  Billy  Chapel, 
a  forty-year-old  pitcher  for  the  Detroit  Tigers. 
Billy  is  apparently  the  star  of  the  team;  he's  the 
only  player  anyone  talks  about,  and  his 
teammates  —  especially  his  devoted  catcher 
Gus  (John  C.  Reilly)  —  seem  in  awe  of  him. 
He's  a  living  legend,  and  Costner  plays  him 
with  becoming  modesty.  His  scenes  with  Kelly 
Preston,  as  a  magazine  writer  he  falls  for,  and 
with  the  gifted  Jena  Malone  as  a  teenage  girl  he 
sort  of  takes  under  his  wing,  are  casual  and 
intimate.  This  is  one  of  his  regular-guy 
performances,  just  the  way  his  fans  seem  to 
like  him,  and  if  he  doesn't  do  anything  fresh, 
he  at  least  does  familiar  things  with  finesse. 

For  Love  of  the  Game  has  a  ruminative 
flashback  structure:  The  conceit  is  that,  as 
Billy  plays  what  may  be  his  final  game,  he 
thinks  back  on  his  tife  —  mostly  the  recent 
past  having  to  do  with  the  Preston  character, 
Jane  Aubrey.  We  keep  flipping  back  and  forth, 
a  technique  that  only  works  when  the  past 
illuminates  or  comments  on  the  present.  Here, 
it  Just  seems  like  a  nostalgia  trip.  We  learn 
nothing  much  about  Billy  —  he  is  defined 
entirely  by  his  passion  for  the  game  and  his 
greatness  as  a  pitcher.  Jane's  character  is 
similarly  sketchy;  she  exists  to  throw  Billy  a 
curveball  every  now  and  then  (that  may  or  may 
not  be  a  pun;  she  may  actually  be  intended  as 
a  symbolic  pitcher  throwing  relationship 
fastballs  Billy  can't  hit). 

When  we're  not  watching  the  flashbacks 
—which  lose  whatever  warmth  and  momentum 
they've  been  allowed  to  build  whenever  we're 
taken  out  of  them  again  —  we're  watching  the 


game,  or,  more  precisely,  The  Game.  Every 
pitch,  hit,  bunt,  foul,  strike,  and  slide  into  first 
base  has  the  weight  of  Hercules'  twelve  labors. 
Billy  is  driving  himself  to  pitch  the  perfect 
game  —  i.e.,  no  hitters  taking  a  base  —  and 
he's  working  against  physical  and  spiritual 
pain:  His  shoulder  is  killing  him ,  Jane  has  just 
dumped  him,  and  he  might  get  traded  to  the 
Giants.  Given  all  this,  you  can  pretty  much 
predict  how  Billy's  trial  on  the  mound  will  end , 
and  you'll  be  right. 

For  Love  ojthe  Game  is  painless,  but  it's 
also  pompous  and  pious  about  baseball  in  a 
way  that  doesn't  mean  much  to  a  non-fan  like 
me.  Also,  I  see  that  I've  gotten  almost  to  the 
end  of  the  review  without  mentioning  the 
director,  Sam  Raimi.  That's  because  anyone 
could  have  directed  it.  Which  is  a  shame, 
because  Raimi  was  once  a  terrific  screwball 
horror-comedy  director  (the  EvilDead  movies, 
Darkman)  who  has  succumbed  to  a  yearning 
for  mainstream  respect.  Last  year  he  gave  us 
A  Simple  Plan,  which  I  found  bland  and 
overrated;  now  he  gives  us  a  sanctimonious 
baseball  fable.  If  he  keeps  this  up,  he'll  be 
ready  to  shoot  a  Nora  Ephron  script.  Sam 
Raimi  may  have  wanted  to  break  into  the  big 
leagues,  but  I  liked  him  better  when  he  was  in 
a  league  of  his  own.  He  doesn't  use  the  camera 
as  a  fastball  any  more  —  he  doesn't  throw  us 
any  curves.  Maybe  he's  forgotten  how;  maybe 
he  no  longer  wants  to.  Whatever  the  reason, 
even  Raimi  fans  who  enjoyed  A  Simple  Plan 
may  look  at  For  Love  of  the  Game  and  sadly 
conclude  that  he's  lost  his  arm.  Let's  hope  it's 
only  a  temporary  Hollywood  sprain.
